Destroyers 


AreBombed 


In Channel

LONDON, April 30. — 
(BUP) — British bombers, 
carrying out three big day- 
light sweeps over the French 
invasion coast, today attack- 
ed three enemy destroyers 
escorting merchant ships off 
the Brittany coast and bad- 


ly damaged one of them, the! 
to- 


air ministry announced 
night. 

The sweeps were a continuance 
of round the clock raids that now 
are in their eighth consecutive 
day. Last night the big Gnome- 
Rhone motor works near Paris 
was battered. 

Besides damaging one of the des- 
{royers, the bombers raked the other 
two with cannon fire. The British 
pilots said they met with no enemy 
fighter opposition. 

Around 3,000 fighter planes and 
1,000 bombers. including many man- 

ned by Canadians, were estimated 
to have taken part since Apri] 22 
in the most sustained big-scale 
R.A.F. offensive of the war at a 
low cost of only about 100 air- 
planes. 
EXTENSIVE DAMAGE 

Vichy dispatches said that Ger- 
man reports from Paris told of 52 
killed and 150 wounded in last 
night's moonlight attack on the 
Gnome-Rhone works at nearby 
Gennevilliers. ‘ 

The Goodrich rubber factories 
and the Gnome-Rhone works, both 
being used by the Germans for war 
production, were heavily pounded 
for the second time as British 
bombers swept low over Paris in 
bright moonlight and in defiance of 
intense anti-aircraft fire. 

Extensve damage and big fires 
were reported by the R.A.F. pilots 
following the Paris attack. 

Then, at dawn war planes re- 
sumed their steady hour by hour 
raids in spring like weather, fly- 
ing in large numbers over the 
Dover straits to France. 

Air experts said that the compar- 
atively low loss of British planes in 
the present offensive was due to the 
fact that the Germans had avoided 
air battles except under the mos! 
favorable conditions, although op- 
position by Nazi Focke-Wulf fight- 
ers is now being increased. The 
Germans have lost 37 fighters over 
Europe and 17 bombers over Eng- 
land in the eight-day period. 

Since the first raid on the Ghome- 
Rhone woras at Gennevilliers the 
Germans had strengthened their 
anti-aircraft defences, the air min- 
istry said. 


LOW-LEVEL ATTACK 

But the British fliers sighting 
their targets clearly by the full 
moon, fought through the blast and 
attacked at low level. The motor 
works, situated jn a bend of the 
Seine, were a perfect target. 

Fighter planes attacked airdromes 
{n the Paris vicinity, to keep Ger- 
man fighters away from the bomb- 
ers, and attacked airdromes at 
numerous other points in occupied 
France. ° 

Other planes bombed docks at 
Ostend, Belgium, and airdromes 
in Belgium and Holland, and laid 
mines in enemy waters. 

Six planes, a small percentage of 
those engaged in the extensive night 
offensive, failed to return. . 

This was now the longest and 
biggest sustained aerial offensive 
on record.

40-Mile-Hour 
Speed Limit 
Starts May 1 


The new Dominion order which 
sets the speed limit at 40 miles an 
hour will come into effect Friday, 
May 1, and Mo motorist will be 
nermitted to drive in excess of 
this speed on Alberta highways. 

Issued by authority of the War- 

time Measures Act, the order will 
apply to Alberta which previously 
had no fixed speed limit but which 
had a regulation providing that no 
person shall drive at an uNreason- 
able rate of speed, having regard 
to the circumstances. 


HEAVY PENALTIES 

Motorists who break the 40-mile- 
an-hour speed limit will be severe- 
ly penalized. Fines ranging from 
$15 to $200, depending on first or 
subsequent offences, are provided, 
or imprisonment up to 30 days, or 
both fine and imprisonment, 

It ts also provided that persons 
breaking the speed law may be 
prohibited from driving a motor 
vehicle anywhere in Canada for 
a period not exceeding six 
months, 

An order has been issued by the 
provincial highway traffic board 
prohibiting passenger busses and 
taxis to travel at a rate over 40 
miles an hour. This order is also 
effective Friday.

Japs Capture

April 30. — (BUP) — A Jap- 
anese mass offensive led by 
tanks and airplanes and sup- 
ported by heavy artillery 
bombardment captured the 
key Burma _ conimunications 
town of Lashio on Wednes- 
day, a Chinese communique 


* | said today. * 


The communique said that the 
battle was continuing, however, in 
the vicinity of Lashio, 80 miles 
from the Chinese border, and that 
both sides had suffered heavy 
casualties in the fighting. 

The capture of Lashio cut off the 
Allied supply route to China and 
threatened to encircle the Chinese 
and British forces on the central 
Burma front, but a military spokes- 
man said that the enemy spearheads 
were being counter-attacked and 
might be encircled because of their 
extended cominunication lines. 

A dozen Japanese tanks were des- 
troyed in the Lashio battle. 

An authoritative statement issued 
here said that the battle demon- 
strated the need for concentration 
of British, American and Chinese 
fighting power in the Pacific theatre 
and for recognition of the strength 
of the Japanese, who advanced 150 
miles in seven days. 

The statement cited effective fifth 
column tactics by the Japanese, ac- 
curate bombing at a high level by 
enemy planes with a sight compar- 
able to the American bombsight, 
and the strength of enemy mechan- 
ized units and airplanes.

Russ Forces 
Drive Nearer 


Vital Kursk

LONDON, April 30—(AP) 
—The Red armies were at- 
tacking strongly last night 
above and below Kursk, a 
half-way house and major 
supply depot for the German 
line from the lower Moscow 
front south to the Sea. of 
Azov. 

Soviet dispatches reported Rus- 
sian troops had reached Norennya, 
northwest of Kursk on the road to 
Orel, and were advancing near 

Belgorod, some 50 miles above 
Kharkov and about 70 miles south 
of Kursk, in an effort to envelop 
and destroy that key base in Hit- 
ler's summer offensive plans, 

Heavy fighting also was reported 
about Izyum, which lies on the 
Donets river 80 miles to the South- 
east of Kharkov. 

All this shifting of Russian offen- 
sive action southward appeared to 
be a major attempt to smash the 
bases from which the Nazis had in- 
tended to launch the heaviest of 
their projected attacks, 

It was accompanied by word 
from Kuibyshev, alternate Russian 
capital, that in four days of action 
Russian troops had advanced 45 
miles and had crossed an important 
river. 

This river was not further identi. 
fied, but there were some indica- 
tions it was the Oka, near which 
Orel stands. Orel is about 200 
miles below Moscow.

CARE FOR TROOPS 


Post-War Living Will 
Be Changed For Time 


Warns lan Mackenzie 


OTTAWA, April 30—(CP) 
—Hon. Ian Mackenzie told 
the parliamentary committee 
on post-war reconstruction 
today that Canadian men on 
active service will not face un- 
employment, low standards 
of living or lack of economic 
opportunity in Canada. 

But the pensions minister, who 
is chairman of the cabinet com- 
mittee on demobilization and re- 
establishment, said that Canadians 
must be prepared, to sacrifice their 
way of living for a time, if post- 
war reconstruction is to be effec- 
tive. 

“Post-war reconstruction will un- 
doubtedly take place in conditions 
intensely complicated as a result of 
the war,” he said. “And whatever 
new order is established may not 
necessarily compensate for the 
sacrifices we have to make. 


RELATION TO VICTORY 

“If the war continues, our Cana- 
dian way of life will be greatly 
altered. Every war and post-war 
policy must be considered in its 
relation to its possible contribution 
to victory. 

“We must surrender such desir- 
able things as leisure, recreation, 
travel, refreshment, better shelter, 
luxury clothing and food, sport, 
culture and refinements of civiliza- 
tion until our lives, homes and chil- 
dren are safe from murder, plunder, 
slavery and worse. 

“If everyone in Canada enjoys 

more of these good things than 
he did before the war, he should 
examine his employment and his 
contribution to Canada.”

Guarantee to recognize the Brit- 
ish Empire in its present form.

Collaborate in arranging a system 
of free trade among “the three em-| 
pires’—Germany, Britain, America. 


USUAL TREACHERY 


There was no disposition here to 
doubt that Germany would make 
such an offer if it thought it could 
get away with it, especially as with 
Teutonic candor it was based on 
brutally cynical treachery by Ger- 
many against Japan and by Britain 
and the United States against Rus- 
sia and China. 

Further, Goering, whose airplanes 
have slaughtered women and chil- 
dren in cities of Poland, Norway, 
Holland, Belgium, France, Greece, 
Yugoslavia and Britain, is always 
advanced in instances like this as 
a good-natured boy who is always 
ready for peace. 

There seemed no reason, how- 
ever, to believe that even if Ger- 
many were sufficiently desperate 

to make such a bid for peace it 
was silly enough to think the Al- 
lies would accept it. 

The situation in Italy continued to 
be, as seen here, that Italians from 
the king and Benito Mussolini down 
would like peace and would desert 
Germany to get it, but were power- 
less to move, 

Rumors that the little king, “Em- |

When the brain is exposed, he 
cleans out the area if necessary 
and then with a series of quick, 
fine stitches attaches the temporal 
muscle to the dura, or other cover- 
ing of the brain. A small portion 
of the skull is then sawed away to 
accommodate the lower part of the 
muscle, the skull cap is replaced 
and the scalp sewn back 

The operation is done on the side 
opposite the one paralyzed because 
the brain works in reverse, the 
left portion controlling the right 
side of the body and the right por- 
tion controlling the left.

MONTREAL, April 30.—(CP)— 
La Ligne Peur ta Defence du 
Canada (League for the Defence 
of Canada) in a statement issued 
Wednesday in French said it “in- 
tends to carry on its activities 
until the war is over, within the 
limits provided by law” and 
maintained that “neither the gov- 
ernment nor the present pariia- 
ment are released of their anti- 
conscription promises” by Mon- 
day's plebiscite vote, 


The Ligue, formed several months 
ago and the largest organizer of 
meetings favoring a “no” answer 
during the campaign, added that 
“promises had been made to the 
province of Quebec ‘never’ to ask 
for conscription for overseas mili- 
tary service.” 

“It was on that assumption,” the 
statement said, “that Quebec 
agreed to contribute to the war ef- 
fort.. And, by a substantial major- 
ity, this province has just notified 
the present government or any fu- 
ture government that she refuses 
to wipe off the promises made to 
her two and a half years ago and 
renewed several times since, 


“REGIME OF MIGHT” 


“That the ‘yes’ votes were more 
numerous than the ‘no’ throughout 
the country does not alter the situ- 
ation. ..,. A pact remains a pact, 
or else we are living under a re- 
gime of might.” 

The statement adzed that the 
Quebec vote expresses, “not a lack} 
of confidence in the prime minis- 
ter, but the wish that he remain 
bound by his promises.

army and air force. 


CARRY NEW-TYPE BOMBS 


In the last attack, on April 5, the 
Royal Air Force also chose a moon- 
lit night so their bombs could be 
dropped with the greatest possible 
degree pf accuracy and thus min- 
imize the danger to: the lives and 
property of French civilians. 

The raid was carried out by a 
strong force of bombers carrying 
the new types of British devastation 
aud incendiary bombs. 

Other British planes were believ- 
ed to have attacked various objec- 
tives in German-occupied territory 
and German shipping along tne cot- 
tinental coast, 

For the first time in eight 
nights there was no big raid on 
Germany proper. 


Over French territory especially,

In his address Tuesday evening 
President Roosevelt said United States 
sea, land and air forces are now in the 


fighting zones on every continent and in - 


every ocean. Had the address been deliv- 
ered last week, some Canadians might 
have thought this was intended as a hint 
to the Dominion. At any rate we should 
have had to recognize the point that our 
new ally had set a pace which our Govern- 
ment was not free to follow. This com- 
parison now does not have to be drawn, 
and wherever United States soldiers have 
been sent or may be sent Canadian zol- 
diers can also be sent. 

That Dominion troops will be des- 
patched .to all, theatres may not follow. 
They may not be needed on all fronts; 
and our limited manpower is being ab- 
sorbed into war industry at a rate which 
may set bounds to the men we can send 
abroad anywhere. But there are now no 
barriers in the way to pooling Canadian 
forces with those of our allies, as Canadian 
war products are pooled, for use wherever 
they may be required and in whatever 
numbers can be sent without crippling our 
home defences or essential production. We 
are now on an even footing with our neigh- 
bors and all the other United Nations. 


A Vichy Precedent 


Vichy was quick to protest the landing 
of United States troops in New Caledonia. 
As the island officials long ago repudiat- 
ed the authority of the puppet cabinet, the 
protest is only a gesture of pretense. 
Washington will of course observe all the 
requirements of official courtesy, but one 
thing it will not do—remove the troops. 

The island, lying 800 miles east of Aus- 
tralia, would be an admirable base for 
Japanese air and sea forces, placed there 
to intercept transports en route to Syd- 
ney. That is why it was occupied, and will 
continue to be occupied whatever Vichy 
may say or do. 

If M. Laval, who now directs the for- 
eign policy of the cabinet, wants to dem- 
onstrate his promised middle-of-the-road 
course, and his professed desire to main- 
tain good relations with the United States, 
the situation in New Caledonia offers him 
a wide open opportunity. When Japanese 
troops—with no corresponding need for 
defence purposes—invaded Indo-China, 
Vichy regularized the proceedings by mak- 
ing a treaty with Tokyo which gave con- 
sent to the forces remaining there. 

Will a similar course be taken to regu- 
larize the presence of United States troops 
in New Caledonia? That is the question 
Vichy now has to answer, and there is only 
one way it can be answered if Laval is not 
to admit to the world, including the people 
of France, that the professed neutrality is 
a sham, 


Easing The Pressure On Russia 


The heavier losses sustained by the 
R.A.F, are the measure of the offensive . 
it is waging day and night against the vital 
munitions factories and supply routes of 
the enemy. Fortunately these losses are 
not heavy in relation to the numbers of 
planes engaged, the distances flown, the 
fortified places attacked, and the damage 
done. They are only a fraction of the ten 
per cent which is said to mark the limit 
of casualties that an attacking air force 
can suffer without losing its striking 
power, 

But the losses bespeak something else 
also. They show that some hundreds of 
Nazi fighter planes which would otherwise 
be machine-gunning Russian troops are 
pinned down to defence duty in Germany 
and France; while the Nazi bombers which 
make revenge raids on British towns could 
otherwise be used to blast Russian key 
positions and supply lines. They imply as 
well that thousands of Nazi ground troops, 
otherwise available for the eastern front, 
have to man defence equipment and keep 
order all the way from St. Nazaire to Ros- 
tock and from the coast to the far interior 
of Germany. 

It is even fairly probable that some 
enemy air forces have had to be with- 
drawn from the eastern fighting line to 
ward off these blows coming from the 
west. If that has not occurred already, 
it is bound to occur soon. No country 
could stand the terrific pounding Ger- 
many is getting from the R.A.F. without 
massing its air fighters to protect itself. 
It would be poor business, as Herr Goering 
is sure to know, to bomb the hated “bol- 
sheviks” at the cost of leaving the R.A.F. 
free to blow the Reich war industries to 
pieces. 


Japan Woke Up Canada 


The general conclusion to be drawn 
from the voting on Monday is that the 
people of Canada understand the ‘change 
which came about in the war situation 
when Hitler brought his Japanese ally into 
the fray—or when Tokyo thought it saw a 
chance to jump in and grab something 
while the grabbing was good. 

Six months ago not much attention 
was given to the method of raising men for 
oversea service, and that little was given 
only when there was difficulty in getting 
the monthly quota of recruits. Had the 
plebiscite been held then it would have 
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carried by a narrow majority, if it carried 
at all, Not because the public were indif- 
ferent to the outcome of the war, but be- 


cause there seemed to be no need to worry | We 


about the matter. It would have been dif- 
ficult to get the voters to go to the polls, 

The entry of Japan made the war in 
Europe a world war. It exposed Canada's 
western coast to greater danger than the 
eastern coast. It made Canada liable to 
invasion, which was not conceivable before. 
The sweep of Japanese forces through the 
East Indies showed that overseas action 
may be necessary by Canadian troops in 
the Orient, as well as in Europe. We no 
longer knew — or know — which or what 
ocean our troops may have to cross to help’ 
destroy our enemies, 

When the United States became in- 
volved, the character as well as the scope 
of the war, changed. Offensive action 
then became possible and inevitable. It 
was no longer a question of wearing down 
the enemy in Europe by prolonged resist- 
ance, but of going in and finishing the 
business, both in Europe and in Asia, 
Canada was—and is—bound to keep pace 
with its Allies and do its full share, where- 
ever blows can be struck most effectively, 

These changes in the situation and in 
Canada’s position have been sensed by the 
people of the Dominion, and they made 
plain on Monday that the national. author- 
ity has their full consent to adopt what 
methods the circumstances may require.

Bolshevism 


Hitler knows that the world 
does not take his words about the 
menace of Bolshevism very seri- 
ously. He has had too many opin- 
ions about it. Eugene Tarle’s 
book, “Napoleon's invasion of 
Russia,” was praised by the Nazi 
press when it appeared during 
the brief days of the Russo-Ger- 
man pact, 

Tarle’s picture of Napoleon 
being defeated by the brave Rus- 
sians, attacked through pressure 
On Napoleon by the great bour- 
geoisie of France, seemed then an 
interpretation worthy to be 
praised. 

Besides, Hitler's barbarism and 
his anti-religious crusades make 
the Bolshevist menace into a joke 
in his mouth, 

So another mouth is necessary, 
and though it is still the master’s 
voice speaking, the Charlie Mc- 
Carthy is Pierre Laval, and the 
interpretation is that Htiler is 
saving France, not Germany. 


Effrontery 


Laval’s speech is a masterpiece

He actually manages to declaim

try. 

What have.we done to develop 
new foodstuffs that ordinarily 
come from sources that are now 
closed to us? What have we done 
to establish domestic production 
of industrial materials that for 
years have been coming from 
abroad? 

No doubt the National Council 
of Research has a number of im- 
portant investigations in hand. 

We hear, too, of encouragement 
offered in the growing of sugar 
beets, of large plantations of the 
soya bean, of measures taken to 
protect natural growths of phar- 
maceutical plants, 


These are all vital develop- 
ments, essential to the preserva- 
tion of the integrity of the na- 
tional economy in wartime. 

But have we done_any more 
than merely pick at the problem? 
Is there, actually, a concerted na- 
tional movement, not only to en- 
large the praduction of materials 
native to Canada, but to intro- 
duce into this country new types 
of production which we: have 
| never attempted before? 

Are we, as a matter of fact, 
going all out to secure new crops, 
new industries and new manu- 
factures that will build up the 
national wealth against any call 
the war might make upon it? 

I doubt it very much.

Branches of trees and fluwers were 
borne back in triumph to the towns 
and villages, the centre of the pro- 
cession being occupied by the may- 
pole, glorious with ribbons and 
wreaths. The Maypoles were of 
birch and were set up for one day 
only, but in London and the larger 
fowns, the poles were of durable 
wood and permanently erected, The 
May-pole custom is still observed 
in many parts of the British Isles 
and on this continent.

‘Limited Color 
Range In Men's, 
Women’s Hose 


OTTAWA, April 30.—(CP)— 
Orders prescribing a limited color 
range for men's and women's 
hosiery — full-fashioned and cir- 
cular knit—were announced today 
by the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board. 

The orders were issued on behalf 
of H. G. Smith, administrator of 
knitted goods. 

Women members of armed forces 
auxiliaries were specially provided 
for in an order governing full-fash. 
ioned hosiery, authorizing air force 
blue, khaki, Royal Canadian Army 
Medical Corps tan, gunmetal, black 
“and any four additional shades of 
colors.” 

“Manufacturers may choose such 
four (additional) shades or colors 
and are not to make more than 
three changes a year in the color 
ranges so chosen,” the announce- 
ment said, 


ORDER IN EFFECT 

The order governing full-fashion- 
ed hosiery is effective immediately, 

Another order, effective in the 
fall of 1942, prohibited manufac- 
turers of circular knit hosiery from 
making any men’s fancy half Hose 
for sale at retail except in these 
basic body colors of cotton or woo!: 
Black, grey mix, navy, blue mix, 
brown, brown mix, green and ma- 
roon. 

The same order, dealing with one- 
color half hose, specifies the basic 
colors already listed, plus air force 
blue and khaki, 

In the same category of circular 
knit hosiery, ladies’ full length 
stockings are restricted to four 
shades in addition to gunmetal, 
black and white, and not more than 
one color may be packed in any 
one box, bundle or package j

to white will be allowed

Swelling of the ankles is not a 
disease, but only a symptom. The 
medical term for the acctimulation 
of water in the tissue is edema and 
the study of how this extfa fluid 
accumulates is certainly one of the 
most interesting studies in the en- 
tire field of pathology. 

The living cells of the body at 
all times contain a normal quan- 
tit, of water and this amount will 
remain constant within certain var- 
iations, The easiest way to con- 
sider the approximate content of 
water in the cell is to say that the 
cel] is about eighty per cent water. 

When the percentage of water 
contained in the tissue rises above 
eighty the tissues are said to have 
become edematous or dropsical. The 
accurate control of the amount of 
water in the body is maintained 
so carefully that the figure I have 
quoted will remain constant without 
any very great variation over a 
period of years. When the cell be- 
gins to soak up too much water 
and to hold it, the cause ‘ust be 
looked for in the cell itself, as 
some change has occurred. which 
hag made it absorb the extra water. 
This change is generally of a chem- 


‘}ical nature and is usually accomp- 


anied by defective circulation 
through the part. 

An abnoram] accumulation of 
fluid within a tissue may follow 
when the waste materials ordin- 
arily produced by the cells. are not 
properly removed. Of course, these 
waste materials are washed away 
through the combined medium of 
the blood stream and lymphatic cir- 
culation. When the circulation is 
defective because of heart disease, 
certain tissues may begin to absorb 
too much water because the heart 
trouble & interfering with good 
circulation. 

It will be easly understood that 
the circulation is likely to be poor- 
est in parts farthest removed from 
the heart; therefore, it is quite com- 
mon to find the tissues around the 
ankles are filling with fluid and 
the patient may notice this and call 
it swelling of the ankles, In the 
earlier stages of heart trouble, the

In Bad Shape

brakes as “not more than 10 per 
cen‘, efficient” and a mechanic 
from the Edmonton Motors, who re- 
lined the brakes after the accident, 
stated that the brakes were “bad, 
with the lining worn to the rivets.” 

A statement from Dr. T, Fields, 
who was called to the scene of the 
accident, read that the child died 
as the result of a fractured skull. 

Evidence given by Constable Jack 
Cookston and Mrs, Jean Genest re- 
vealed that DeFrain had swerved 
completely off the pavement in an 
effort to pass by before the running 
child reached the car, 

Mrs. Genest stated that she be- 
lieved that DeFrain had “swerved 
as far to the right as was possible 
without striking my car.” Her car 
was parked in front of her house 
and the accident occurred directly 
in front of the home. 

It was also revealed that DeFrain | 
did not attempt to apply his brakes 
as he had decided to pass the child 
by swerving to the right. 

Basi: Ivey, who was a passenger 
in DeFrain's car, stated that he 
was aware of the necd of applying 
brakes for a considerable distance 
back of stopping places, as they 
were driving through the city en- 
route to the stockyards. He also said 
that there was nothing to obscure 
the vision of the driver at the scene 
of the accident.
